A mothers’ day program which 
paid tribute to the ideals of mot- 
herhood and the worth of the 
heme was sponsored yesterday af- 
terncon by Framingham Aerie, 
Fraternal Order of Eagles in the 
Aerie home.

The noon-day service was con- 
ducted by Rev. Henry H. Wiesbauer 
of the Cathedral,staff who is director 
of the pastoral counselling center. 
Mr. Wiesbauer quoted from the 
third chapter of St. John, “This is 
the condemnation, that men love 
darkness because they do evil.” He 
urged that we use our brains in re- 
ligion as well as our hearts. Christ 
deals with basic principles rather 
than narrow precepts speaking to 
our minds as well as to our hearts. 

Healthy religion is where men are 
thinking. He took the life of John 
Wesley as an example of what it 
means to be a child of God and a 
‘servant of the people. The result 
of Wesley’s life is one of the strong- 
est churches in the world today, the 
Methodist church. 

The afternoon session opened -at 
2 o'clock in fhe Undercroft, in charge 
of Miss Gertrude Baker, treasurer 
of the United Thank Offering.

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Sister Constance Anna of the Com- 
munity of the Transfiguration, re- 
cently returned from Wuhu, China, 
after serving there 28 years, three 
of them ‘spent in a concentration 
camp. She went to China as a 
trained nurse and her work and 
influence has been outstanding. She 
started the “True-Light” industrial 
work on faith and prayer and it 
never failed. -There were many 
hardships but the blessings far out- 
numbered them, 

She told many interesting and 
amusing tales of life there especially 
during the Japanese occupation. To- 
day, more Chinese are asking to be 
Christians, whole families are be- 
ing converted; the children are go- 
ing to school; the harvest is great 
but the laborers are few. Workers 
are needed today more than ever 
before. If you cannot go yourself, 
give and pray; be missionaries at 
home to make possible those abroad.
